Thes« billions have nothing to do with the $13 billkm McNamara 


•ays he saved this year by ruthless pruning of the military services' 
budget requests. 


It is simply the sum he figures he can squeeze out of the Penta- 


shrewd housewife pinching pen- 
gon's day-to-day operations, like ; 
nies on her grocery money. 


Even McNamara admits that 


no one can put a stop to all mili- 
tary waste. It's out of the ques- 
tion. 


He has launched a formal, five- 


year cost reduction program aim- 
ed at trimming every ounce of 
fat lie can. 


Year-by-Ye«r Goal 


For the current fiscal year, Mc- 


Namara has set himself a goal 
of $1.9 billion in savings. 
Next 


year the target is $2.7 billion, and 
in fiscal 1965, it is $3.5 billion. 


McNamara says these savings 


will be continuous, year 
after 


year — not just one-shot gains. 


"These are ambitious goals, but 


I believe they can be reached," 
he 
told 
congressional 
investi- 


gators. "At any rate, we intend 
to make the try." 


How does he plan to do it? 
Here's the way he outlined it 


to congressmen who are clamor- 
ing for cost cuts in the $51 bil- 
lion defense budget: 


1. Buying only what the serv- 


ices need. 


Extravagant estimates of mili- 


tary requirements in the past 
have helped build up a huge in- 
ventory of unwanted supplies. 


Military men, understandably, 


want the best. Sometimes, says 
McNamara, 
this 
amounts 
to 


"goldplating" — fusing an expen- 
sive item when a cheaper substi- 
tute would do. 


Co«tlv Duplication 


: For example, McNamara order- 
ed the army to use 
cardboard 


targets for rifl« training instead 
of plastic ones — saving $700,000 
this year alone. 


Sometimes one military service 


buys material that another serv- 
ice has lying around surplus. Oc- 
casionally this happens even in- 
side the same outfit, as when the 
army engineers recently sold 25 
unused or repairable 10-ton cranes 
for $541,000 while planning 
to 


spend $12,000,000 to buy replace- 
ments.

price. 


Tire Pentagon isn't getting the 


most for its buck, McNamara 
feels. Defense contractors' profits

millions of dollars.

Courts Can't 


Block Cuts in 


Freight Rates 


Supreme Tribunal 
Bar* Action Pending 
Decision by ICC 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Su- 


preme Court decided 6-3 today 
that lower federal tribunals lack 
authority {o block cuts in railroad 
freight rates pending a final rul- 
ing by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on the reductions. 


The decision is of prime inter- 


est in the. Southeast where rail- 
roads are proposing to cut rates 
on grain despite vigorous opposi- 
tion from barge lines. 


Justice Brennan, delivering the 


court's majority opinion, said Con- 
gress had given to ICC the sole 
and exclusive power to suspend 
rate cuts. This congressional ac- 
tion, he said, withdrew from the 
judiciary any pre-existing power 
to grant injunctive relief against 
cuts. 


Clark Dissents 


Justice Clark, in a dissenting 


opinion, said the court majority 
in today's case "sounds the death 
knell to barge transportation on 
the Tennessee River." 


Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 


tice Black joined in Clark's dis- 
sent. 


Brennan's majority opinion said 


that the congressional mandate to 
achieve a balance between com- 
peting forms of transportation is 
directed not to the courts but to 
the commission. 


Brennan said that Congress did 


not intend to permit the revival of 
the judicial remedy "the exercise 
of which might well defeat rather 
than promote the objectives of the] 
national transportation policy." 


Clark's dissenting opinion, how- 


ever, protested that "it is, in- 
deed, a sad day for our judicial 
processes when our courts are 
rendered powerless to prevent this 
miscarriage of the clear policy of 
our government, the frustration of 
the admitted duties of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and 
the destruction of an entire sys- 
tem of transportation."

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A NATO Nuclear Command 


The partial, commitment by France to 


participate in a unified NATO 
nuclear 


command is quite encouraging, but there 
are many hurdles to b« leaped before such 
a force becomes an effective one. 


In the first place France surrounded 


its commitment with reservations. France 
has not said that it will put its own nuclear 
resources into a NATO pool. At the mo- 
ment France has agreed only that two 
French air squadrons would join the nu- 
clear command and take on U. S. nuclear 
weapons. 


And before the agreement was even 


finalized the Soviet Union was warning the 
Western powers that establishment of such 
a force would impede disarmament talks 
and peril world peace. We don't know 
how disarmament talks could be impeded 
much more than they now are, but some 
of our allies are apt to take Russian warn- 
ings more seriously than we. 


Final decision on the NATO command 


will be made when foreign ministers of the 
nations involved meet in Ottawa May 22. 
The Soviets can be expected to use all their 
influence in the meantime to derail the 
project. 


There was some evidence that the 


French decision to go along was prompted 
by a revaluation of the French nuclear 
program which supposedly revealed that 
the time when France would have nuclear 
weapons of its own and the planes to carry 
them was much further away than planned. 
It might be that France is going along only 


on a temporary basis until its own-pro- 
gram matures. 


The basic problem 
which must be 


finally worked out is who can keep its 
finger on the trigger which would unleash 
a NATO nuclear attack. 


The present plan is for some of the 


allies to provide aircraft to carry nuclear 
weapons supplied by the United States. 
But these planes could not fire such i 
weapon without an electronic go-ahead 
from a central base. And that electronic 
control would be kept in American hands 
for some time to come. This is because of 
the law Congress passed some years ago 
forbidding the U. S. to turn over nuclear 
weapons to another country. 


For this reason the nuclear unity re- 


mains a limited one until some system is 
worked out for a unified command. And 
this might take years to solve. 


Russia has the same problem to an 


even greater degree, however. In its warn- 
ing note this week, the Soviets hinted they 
might retaliate by providing nuclear weap- 
ons to Red China and other satellites. But 
it is certain that Russia trusts its allies not 
at all, and that refusal to give such weap- 
ons to Red China is one of the basic 
sources of friction between the two great 
Communist powers. 


The Paris agreement this week is, as 


we said, encouraging. It opens the way to 
more effective NATO cooperation. And it 
will relieve the pressure from non-nuclear 
nations like West Germany and Italy for 
nuclear weapons of their own.
